HAREFIE  L D. 

||||flf|§  H E Parifh  of  Uarefield  (ufual- 
EPl  jUl  ly  called  Harvill , anciently 
Heresfeld)  lies  in  the  Hundred 
of  Elthorn , in  the  County  of 
Middlefex , about  feven  Miles  to  the  North- 
ward,  and  fixceen  Miles  to  the  Weftward 
of  London. 

It  is  fituated  on  that  Part  of  the  Ri- 
ver Colne , below  the  Place  where  the  Wa- 
L ters 
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ters  of  Cke(ham , Hempfted  and  St.  Albans  are 
joined,  and  this  River  parts  it  Weftward 
ffom  Denham  Parifh  in  Buckinghamjhire  : 
To  the  Nortluvard  it  is  bounded  by  Rick- 
manfworth  Parifh  in  Hertfordfhire , and  on 
the  South,  it  adjoins  to  Rijlip  and  Ickenham 
Parifhes  in  Middlefex. 

The  Soil,  within  this  Compafs,  is  va- 
rious  •,  that  of  the  South  and  Eafl.  Parts 
being.a  ftrong  Clay,  very  produdlive  of 
Elm  and  Oak,  which  thrive  well  here. 
The  North  and  Weft  Parts,  borderingon 
Hertfordjhire  and  Bucks , is  generaliy  a 
dry  Chalk  and  ftony  Land. 

This  Parifh  is  in  Circumference  about 
fixteen  Miles,  and  is,  in  great  meafure, 
furrounded  with  Woods,  almoft  of  ali 
Sorts,  and  is  perfedtly  well  water’d  ; for, 
befides  the  River  Colne , which  runs  at  a 
fmall  Diftance  frorn  the  Village,  Springs 
are  fcarce  any  where  more  frequent. 

This  Place  is  particularly  remarkable 
on  the  account  of  an  extraordinary  fine 
Spring  call’d  Gulch-Well , that  arifes  at 
the  Foot  of  a Chalk-hill,  and  produces, 
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at  its  firft  Appearance,  with  a very  ftrong 
Current,  a Body  ofWat-er,  two  Feet  deep 
and  four  Feet  broad. 

Several  Aitempts  have  been  former- 
ly  made,  towards  bringing  the  delicate 
Water  of  this  Spring,  to  fupply  the  Cities 
of  London  and  Wefiminfter  : But,  as  no- 
thing  of  that  kincl  has  hitherto  been  ef- 
fected,  its  Water  only  ferves  to  fumidi 
the  River  Colne , alread y almoft  over- 
charg’d  with  Springs. 

HAREFJELD  is  an  ancient  Vil- 
lage,  being  the  PoiTeffion  of  Richard , 
Son  of  Count  Gifelbert , in  William  the 
Conqueror’s  Time,  as  Camden  intorms 
us  ; but,  at  prefent,  in  the  PoiTeffion  of 
Sir  Roger  Newdigate , Bart.  one  of  whofe 
Anceftors  firft  obtain’d  it,  by  marrying 
Cecil , Daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Grene , in  the 
twelfth  Year  of  King  Edwctrd  the  Fourth’s 
Reign  •,  as  appears  by  an  ancient  Record 
now  in  the  Tower  of  London. 

The  Church  here  is  built  after  the  an- 
cient Gothick  Manner,  and  dedicated  to 
St.  Peter.  It  is  well  beautified  within, 
and  feveral  curious  Monuments  are  here 
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ere&ed,  to  the  Memory  of  the  Anceftors 
of  the  above-mention’d  Family,  as  alfo 
the  AJhby*s , who  are,  and  have,  for  a long 
Courfe  of  Years,  been  Inhabitants  of  this 
Place. 

Here  alfo  Alie  e y Countels  of  Derby\ 
eredfed  fix  Alms-houfes  for  fix  poor  Wi- 
dows  of  this  Parifh,  and  allowed  the  In- 
cumbent Five  Pounds  per  Annum  y to  read 
Prayers  twice  a Week  to  them. 

As  to  Houfes  of  Note,  there  are  only 
Four,  viz.  Moor-Hall , which  (with  its 
Appurtenances)  is  a Manor  diftindt  from 
Harefield.  Breakfpears , the  Seat  of  the 
ancient  Family  of  AJhby.  Harefield  Placey 
the  Seat  of  the  Newdigates , Lords  of  this 
Manor  •,  and  Rifey  the  Seat  of  Sir  George 
Cooke , Knt.  The  three  firft  are  ancient, 
the  laft  of  modern  Date,  but  greatly  im- 
proved  by  the  prefent  PoffelTor. 

The  Inhabitants  of  this  Place  are  chief- 
ly  employed  in  Hulbandry ; and  as  to 
Manufadtures,  the  Making  of  Paper 
(chiefly  that  Sort  for  printing  News-Pa- 
pers,  and  fuch  like)  the  Making  of  Earth- 
en  Veffels,  and  Hay-makers  Rakes,  take 
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up  many  Hands  to  confiderable  Advan- 
tage. 

The  grcat  Variety  of  the  Soils  here, 
produces  almoft  ali  Sorts  of  Vegetables, 
which  our  Catalogue  of  fuch  Flants  as 
grow  fpontaneoufly  in  this  Neighbour- 
hood,  fufficiently  fhews. 

Fossi ls  and  form’d  Stones,  of  various 
Sorts,  are  frequently  found  in  thefe  Parts, 
as  a Sort  of  * Pyrites , which  Dr.  Plot 
calls  Crow-Iron  ; being  on  the  Outfide  of 
a dark  Colour,  refembling  rufty  Iron,  but 
within  of  a refplendent  golden  Colour, 
which  it  foon  lofes  by  being  expofed  to 
the  Air,  or  laid  in  a damp  Place.  A few 
Grains  of  this  Marcafite  put  into  Water, 
where  a fmall  Quantity  of  Galls  had  been 
fteep’d,  inllantly  chang’d  it  black  as  Ink^' 
and  gave  it  a remarkable  Styptick  Cha- 
lybeate  Tafbe. 

Here  are  likewife  to  be  met  with 
Shells  of  feveral  Sorts,  embodied  in  Chalk, 
and  chiefly  thofe  of  the  Bivalve  Kind ; 
as  alfo  the  Lapides  Echinitesy  and  forne-

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times  the  Species  tha t Mercatus  calls  [|  Mef- 
pilus  or  Pentexoche , as  a!fo  the  f Lapis 
Multangulus  of  the  fame  Author,  which 
was  not  long  fince  found  by  fome  Labou- 
rers  in  the  Old-Chalk-Pit  near  Harefield- 
Mill.  This  laft  confifted  of  twelve  or 
fourteen  irregular  Angles,  moft  of  which 
were  imprefled  with  a Figure  refembling 
the  Spot  of  a Die.  It  was  of  a rufty  iron 
Colour,  on  the  Outfide,  and  anfwer’d  the 
Figure  and  Defcription  of  the  aforefaid 
Author  in  moft  Particulars.  Here  are  al- 
fo  found  fome  Species  of  the  Cornu  Am- 
monis,  but  very  rarely. 

Among  the  Animals,  there  are  none 
in  this  Flace  that  are  not  common,  unlefs 
a Breed  of  Cows  and  Oxen  withour  Horns. 
Thefe,  tho’  of  late  Date,  are  fufficiently 
plentiful,  and  are  diftinguifhed  by  th-e 
Name  of  the  Polled  Breed  by  the  Inha- 
bitari ts.
